No, 3-ITC(PN)/60.—Attention is invited to remark (v) against S, No. 44/1 
In the Ministry of Commerce and Industry Public Notice No. 87-ITC(PN)/69 
dated 30th September. 1959, according to which not more than 74 per cent, of the 
face value of quota licences issued for this S. No, can be utilised for import of 
Zinc sheets. 

2. As a result of representations received, the position has been reviewed and 
it has been decided to liberalise the percentage for import of Zinc sheets from 
7i per cent, to 10 per cent, of the face value of licences issued for S. No, 44/1 
during the Current half year. 

3. It is not necc.ssary to present the licences already issued for S. No. 44/1 for 
necessary amendment to the licemsing authorities, but clearance will be allowed 
by the cuslom.s on the authority of this Punblic Notice, 

4. It has ahsO been decided to con.sider applications from the printing industry 
for import of highly polished Zinc sheets falling under S. No. 44 of Part 1 on an 
ad-hoc basis again.st a small coiling. Applications from the printing industry for 
import of highly polished zinc sheets duly supported by Essentiality certificates 
from the Stnle Directors of Indnstric.s may he made in the prescribed form and 
manner to the C.C.I., New Delhi. The last date for receipt of A. U. applications 
will be 10th February, i960.

No. 308(d)AV] on the basis of a quota of 71 per 
cent. Gen. and TJ per cenl.. soft. These licences aic valid for import of ‘Pails of 
watches or coinplcte watch movements' only. 

2. As a result of certain representations, the position has been reviewed and 
it has also been decided to allow impori of complete watches. Additional licences 
Will be granted to Established Importers on the basis of a quota of 2,1 per cent, 
Gen. and 21 per cent. Soft or halt of their best yenr’.s inlpoi ts relating to S, No. 
300(d)/IV. 
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3 These additional licences to be gianted to Established Importefs will be 
valid only for import of complete watches. These will not, howevei, permit 
Import of Gold watches and/or watches with a c.if price of more than Rs 160 
per watch. |
